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The Red Lights, or Cautions Against Danger 


In writing on this subject, I wish to 
call the attention of our readers and 
members of the Church of God to the 
letters written to the seven churches of 
Asia Minor, recorded in Revelation, chap- 
ters two and three. 

We sometimes refer to these seven 
churches of Asia Minor as representing 
the Church in a general sense, from the 
beginning to the ending of the Church 
Age, and in this light we may indeed 
convey to our minds some precious truth. 
However, in order to get the most gen- 
eral good from these letters of warning, 
we should take them up separately, study 
them, and beware, lest we fall after the 
same examples of some of, or most of 
them. 

A very slight observation will reveal 
to us that we already have, more or less, 
some of these evils mentioned in these 
seven letters predominant in our local 
churches of today. 

“UNTO the angel of the church of 
Ephesus write; . . . | know thy works, 
and thy labor, and thy patience, and how 
thou canst not bear them which are evil: 
and thou hast tried them which say they 
are apostles, and are not, and hast found 
them liars: And hast borne, and hast 
patience, and for my name’s sake hast 
labored, and hast not fainted. Neverthe- 
less, I have somewhat against thee, be- 
cause thou hast LEFT THY FIRST 
LOVE.” 

The reader will notice that the Lord 
greatly commended these church mem- 
bers for their faithfulness. This our lov- 
ing Savior will always do. But the word 
“nevertheless” seems to be the red light 
of attraction hanging out over the high- 
way, the way of God’s holiness, to call 
a halt on these backslidden church mem- 
bers. 

Do you have the same love that you 
had when first receiving the salvation of 
the Lord? Do you love the Lord, the 
services of the Lord, the saints of the 
Lord, as much as you did when you prom- 
ised the Lord you would do any thing, 
go anywhere, be anything that the Lord 
wanted you to be? Oh, how easy it is for 
saints and church members to simmer 
down, cool off, become unconcerned, be 
at ease in Zion, become careless about 
the work of the Church of God and all 
because they have left their first love, 
become satisfied to be just a mere mem- 
ber, and you can tell by their actions that 
the services of God have become a bur- 
den to them. They begin to neglect the 
regular services, are absent from Sunday 
School, quit supporting the Church with 
their finance, begin to find fault with 
others. These are sure signs of a backslid- 
ing church member, and that they have 
left their first love.

Careless church member, listen to the 
remedy given in V. 5: “REMEMBER 
therefore from whence thou art fallen, 
and REPENT, and do the first WORKS; 
or else I will come unto thee quickly, and 
will remove the candlestick (church) 
out of his place, except thou REPENT.” 

The words “whence thou art fallen” 
in this passage, simply mean from what 
place, source, or origin, thou art fallen. 

Careless church member, can you not 
see the warning caution of the red light 
swinging out before you? Look! Woe! 
Red light! Remember, thou hast left 
something. Retrace your steps, go to 
your home, and like the woman that lost 
a piece of silver, get the broom, sweep 
diligently, REPENT of your declensions 
from God, until you find the piece (love) 
thou hast lost. Remember, when we have 
this great love of God, His command- 
ments are not grievous. Charity never 


fails. 


“And unto the angel of the church 
in Smyrna write: . . . I know thy works, 
and tribulation, and poverty, (but thou 
art rich) and I know the blasphemy of 
them which say they are Jews, and are 
not, but are the synagogue of Satan. Fear 
none of those things which thou shalt 
suffer: behold, the devil shall cast some 
of you into prison, that ye may be tried; 
and ye shall have tribulation ten days: be 
thou faithful unto death, and I will give 
thee a crown of life.” 


It seems that the greatest, and about 
the only caution given here, is to FEAR 
NONE OF THOSE THINGS WHICH 
THOU SHALT SUFFER. We can 
plainly see that in the Church, and even 
in the ranks of the ministry, there is 
a tendency to draw back, recant, and 


fail God; whenever the case demands 
suffering. Sometimes a man-fearing spirit 
is manifest among the church people. 
Some are afraid to deal very forcibly up- 
on even the most essential teachings of 
God’s eternal truth, for fear of hurting 
some one’s feelings. Just imagine a man 
who claims the honorable call of God to 
the ministry, who will refrain from 
preaching the Word of God just like it 
is, for fear his little message won’t meet 
the approbation of some of the little 
weak professors, who will never be able 
to come to the knowledge of the truth. 
Some are afraid their salary will be cut 
down if they preach the truth like it is. 
Yes, and you may suffer, if you stand 
for the truth. No man will ever suffer 
for righteousness’ sake, except he is right- 
eous. You may lose a little finance, and 
not even have an automobile to get to 
your appointment; but if you have to 
walk three miles with your Bible under 
your arm, and the great love of God 
burning in your soul, you will be able to 
preach a sermon three miles long, when 
you get to your destination. It was a man- 
fearing spirit that caused the downfall of 
King Saul. It was the man-fearing spirit 
that caused Simon Peter to curse and to 
swear, and exclaim, “I know not the

man. 

I have often wondered, when and if 
the real trying and testing time should 
come upon the saints of today, as it did 
on the early disciples of the Church, just 
how many would stand? And surely, if 
there ever was a time that the saints of 
God should examine themselves, it is 
now. Paul said, “Examine yourselves, 
whether ye be in the faith.” Jude ex- 
horted, ‘“Earnestly contend for the faith 
which was once delivered to the saints.” 

Are we willing to die for Jesus and 
His gospel, if necessary? Look at the early 
disciples! See Peter willingly giving him- 
self to be crucified, even with his head 
downward. See Andrew as he calmly 
walks up to the cross on which he was 
to be put to death, and hear him ex- 
claim, “I have longed to see this hour!” 

Read the letter which the apostle Paul 
addressed to his son Timothy, just be- 
fore his head was severed from his body 
at Nero’s block. In this letter he said, 
“For I am now ready to be offered... .” 
2 Tim. 4:6. 

Are we ready to be offered, ready to 
give our lives, should it become necessary 
to defend the truth of God? Remember, 
fear hath torment. Jesus, in His gospel 
recorded by St. Luke 12:4, 5, said, “And 
I say unto you, my friends, Be not 
afraid of them that kill the body, and 
after that have no more that they can 
do. But I will forewarn you whom ye

Vacation These beautiful spring days remind us that only 
Time a few more days and school will be out and the 
boys and girls will see that time for which they have longed, 
those days that they know as vacation days. Perhaps the boys 
will be thinking of the swimming pool or bicycle riding; the 
girls will be thinking of visits, etc. But while these things are 
crowding into the minds of the children, the Church and its 
leaders should be thinking of how to help in some way during 
these days of vacation to instill into the minds and hearts 
of these who will be the leaders of tomor- 
row, a true basis and foundation for Chris- 
tian leadership. 

Many of the denominational churches 
have regular organized vacation Bible 
schools where they get their boys and girls 
in class for a few hours during the day to 
teach them the way of life. These children 
have had eight or nine months of literary 
training in schools thathave little else to of- 
fer them than that which is strictly liter- 
ary. If the faith of the Bible has been at all 
protected in public schools, it has been in 
a very minor way, and in order for the 
child to be what it should be, spiritually, 
leaders who have been trained in the teach- 
ing of children should organize in the 
Church a vacation school and give them- 
selves to this wonderful ministry of evan- 
gelism among our youth. Sensing this great need, your publish- 
ing house has added to its stock of materials many things which 
will be of great help to the daily vacation Bible school teach- 
ers. It is also publishing a regular daily vacation Bible school 
textbook, materials of visual teaching through the eye to the 
heart, colored cut-outs, and other things that will aid and as- 
sist the teacher in getting the message of salvation and the 
story of the Bible to the little boys and girls during these days 
of study. 

The daily vacation Bible school must be interesting, else it 
will not claim the attention of the children who have been 
looking forward to a vacation; but if it is carried on as it 
should be, they will look forward to their gathering together 
in the school through vacation hours.

To our dear co-workers in the Lord: 

Our annual Convention has just 
marked off another great epoch in Haiti 
for eternity. Thousands throughout Hai- 
ti have been brought into the fold, for 
which our hearts rejoice. 

We were all greatly encouraged at the 
convention by the presence of our Gen- 
eral Overseer, Brother J. H. Walker, and 
Brother M. P. Cross, of the Mission 
Board. They have been an inspiration to 
us to go on in this fight to win Haiti 
for Christ. The convention was a time 
of rally for all our missions, and of 
renewed consecration for all the native 
workers. Thousands of voices were raised 
to the throne of God asking blessing 
upon the brothers and _ sisters in the 
homeland through whose sacrifices this 
great work has been made possible. Dur- 
ing the convention alone, a grand total 
of 562 of our new converts were bap- 
tized in water by Brother Walker, Broth- 
er Cross, and myself, and then added to 
the Church, Praise God! 

Unfortunately, Brother Cross caught 
malaria while at Anse-a-Veau and suf- 
fered with fever after the first week of 
his visiting various missions. We post- 
poned our convention at the Dominican 
Republic, and Brother Walker stayed 
Over an extra week to return to Miami 
with Brother Cross after the fever had 
practically run out. We praise the Lord 
for the recovery of Brother Cross and 
for preserving Brother Walker from 
sickness. 

This past year has been an especially 
blessed year for Haiti—for the revival 
that started two years ago finally took 
hold in Port-au-Prince, the capital of 
the country. As a result of this, since a 
year ago in the mission of this city alone, 
more than 2,000 souls have been brought 
to the Lord!—in this place where we 
have labored with tears and prayers for 
two years previously, without much 
signs of an awakening! But now our 
sorrows have turned to rejoicing. “They 
that sow in tears shall reap in joy. He 
that goeth forth and weepeth, bearing 
precious seed, shall doubtless come again 
with rejoicing, bringing his sheaves with 
him.” Psalm 126:5, 6. The big crowds 
seeking salvation at each service are a 
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testimony that God’s Word does not 
return unto Him void. 

At 7 p. m. on the night of the bap- 
tismal service in Port-au-Prince, there 
was a crowd of 5,000 people—2,000 
squeezed together, standing up in the 
church, 2,000 others in the courtyard 
and 1,000 more in the street in front of 
the church—all trying to get in to at- 
tend the service. But there was no room 
for them—the church had been packed 
since 3 p. m. People are constantly being 
turned away from our services at every 
mission because there is no more room. 
Here at Port-au-Prince, it was an es- 
pecially touching scene of weak, strug- 
gling humanity seeking God—that will 
leave an indelible impression upon us. 
Brother Walker and Brother Cross, 
amazed beyond words, stood quietly up- 
on the platform of the church, survey- 
ing these thousands of people before 
them, and tears of campassion and help- 
lessness rolled down their cheeks. To see 
the immensity of the work that still lies 
before us is to realize our utter depend- 
ence upon God. 

At another mission we had visited— 
Gonaives—the crowd was so huge that 
a big band of police had to be employed 
to hold them back until the doors could 
be opened for service. On his visits, 
Brother Cross would time and again jot 
down a few of his impressions. At the 
end of the evening service at Gonaives, 
we asked him what he thought of the 
work there. He replied, “Brother and 
Sister Kluzit, I wrote ‘Mob’!” Surely 
Brother Cross found the proper word to 
describe the situation typical of the 
work lying before us here in Haiti. They 
are like sheep without a shepherd—a mob 
running wild—tantalized by supersti- 
tion, devil worship and idolatry, who 
will find the only true, comforting 
Shepherd in Christ. 

Yet the Lord works in a mysterious 
way to accomplish His wondrous will. 
While we are so limited for space, hav- 
ing but the one mission in Port-au- 
Prince holding about 1,100 people seat- 
ed, and which is constantly filled beyond 
capacity, we find that there has been an 
average of about 200 to 300 new people 
coming to each service, or approximately 
2,500 new visitors each month. Out of 
this “‘netful of fish” the Lord has been 


choosing a “people peculiar unto him- 
self . . . which in time past were not a 
people, but are now the people of God: 
which had not obtained mercy, but now 
have obtained mercy,” a new people that 


are the marvel and wonder of their 
neighbors, for this people “show forth 
the praises of him who hath called 


(them) out of darkness into his mar- 
velous light.” 1 Peter 2:9. Here, before 
our very eyes, we see the work of the 
Holy Spirit completing the bride, and 
calling in the guests for the feast of the 
Lamb. Luke 14:15-24. They are coming 
in from the “streets and lanes of the 
city . . . the poor, the maimed, and the 
halt, and the blind . . . and yet there is 
room”—room in our heavenly Father’s 
house! Praise His holy name! Our mis- 
sion buildings are so crowded that often 
there is not even standing room, but in 
Christ’s kingdom there is much room, 
“for whosoever will, may come!” 

More are coming in all the time from 
the “highways and hedges,” from the 
mountains and the valleys—they are be- 
ing compelled to come in in spite of 
themselves, to receive their personal in- 
vitations to the great supper. It is al 
ready prepared, the doors will soon be 
closed and the Bridegroom Himself is 
about to descend for His precious bride. 
What heartrending times are going on 
now in the bosoms of those visitors as 
the Holy Spirit pleads with them to 
accept the invitation and to be ready! 
What fateful decisions with a fearful 
ending are being chosen by the majority! 
But the “little flock” is constantly 
growing in spite of the many obstacles 
before it. Praise the Lord! 

Here in Haiti we still have a wide- 
open door for the gospel, while most 
doors in Europe and in some other parts 
of the world have been already closed up 
tightly. So far, we are the only full- 
gospel church in this country, organized 
to meet the needs of these people. Re- 
cently two representatives of different 
Pentecostal groups were here to make a 
survey of the needs of the gospel in 
Haiti, with the intention of opening up 
their own missions in the near future. 

This has made us check up on our- 
selves: “Are we, the Church of God, 
doing all that the Lord wants done here

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“Washington. — President Roosevelt 
expressed belief today that American 
public opinion was not adequately aware 
of the acuteness of the situation in Eu- 
rope but that it was becoming increasing- 
ly aware.”

“Rome, April 14. — An important 
meeting of high German and Italian 
personages was reported today in progress 
in Vienna’s Belvedere Palace and it was 
understood partition of Jugoslavia and a 
‘victor’s peace’ designed to be imposed 
upon Greece were being discussed. It was 
believed Italy may acquire a major por- 
tion if not all of the Dalmatian Coast, 
while Germany may obtain a strip in the 
north where German minorities swell.” 
Yes, the vultures gather to fight and 
snarl over the spoil. The “‘victor’s peace” 
will no doubt be one of unconditional 
surrender and prompt obedience to the 
German-Italian commands. THE SPIRIT 
OF PERSONAL AND INDIVIDUAL 
RULE MARCHES ON. 


Tokyo, April 20.—A portion of the 
Japanese press declared today that, “It 
no longer is a crazy dream to expect a 
great war with Japan, Germany, Italy 
and Soviet Russia on one side, and the 
United States, Britain and China on the 
other.” The newspaper Miyako, which 
was joined in this line of thought by other 
papers, said possible war between Ger- 
many and the United States would neces- 
sarily lead to “war between Japan and 
the United States,” and that the WAR 
MIGHT COME BEFORE JUNE. The 
writer sees no particular reason why our 
beloved country should escape the hor- 
rors and rigors of war which are being 
visited upon the rest of civilization. 
PREPARATIONS ARE BEING MADE 
TO THAT END 


The American people have, and right- 
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ly so, unbounded confidence in their 
President. This confidence was attested 
by the fact that for the third consecutive 
time he was chosen to lead this nation. In 
these solemn words of the President I find 
a ray of hope for the immediate future. 
Speaking at Boston, October 30, 1940, to 
the fathers and mothers of this land, the 
President said: “And while I am talking 
to you, fathers and mothers, I give you 
one more assurance. I have said this be- 
fore, but I shall say it again, and again, 
and again, YOUR BOYS ARE NOT 
GOING TO BE SENT INTO ANY 
FOREIGN WAR.” Let Church of God 
people pray earnestly that our President 
will be given power to prove the truth- 
fulness of those words. 


The current issues of LIBERTY maga- 
zine are featuring a series of articles by 
Stewart Edward White, famed author of 
many books, on the subject of Spiritual- 
ism. The articles have another name, but 
their prime purpose is to relate conver- 
sations Mr. White has held with his wife 
after she had been dead and buried for 
several months. Not only Mr. White but 
several other learned and eminent gen- 
tlemen have asserted their belief in this 
doctrine that allows the dead to return 
to earth again and converse and com- 
mune with those left behind. The Spirit- 
ualist movement has a following of sev- 
eral million people, especially among the 
higher social brackets. Mediums by the 
score, with their “familiar spirits” are 
practicing their trade in almost every vil- 
lage and hamlet. Our cities are loaded 
with them. Many are convinced of the 
genuineness of spirit return. A man of 
the mental and social calibre of Stewart 
Edward White would be calculated to 
win many to that banner. DELUSION! 
DELUSION! DELUSION! 


According to TIME, there are seven. 
ty million of the one hundred and thirty 
million American citizens who are nor 
affiliated with any church and do not at- 
tend any religious services at all. Out of 
the remaining sixty millions, Protestants 
and Catholics, how many, do you sup- 
pose, really know God in the sense of be- 
ing “born again”? How much of it is a 
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“form of godliness, denying the power 
thereof”? 

Just as the Ford strike was settled (?) 
another threatens to tie up the huge Gen- 
eral Motors plants throughout the coun- 
try. In addition to that the soft coal min- 
ers have been idle for several weeks. This 
strike was thought to have been settled 
when suddenly another monkey wrench 
was thrown into that machinery. It is 
estimated that more than a million men 
are idle today because of strikes. Nearly 
all the strikes are in industries that are 
vital to national defense.

A survey by the American Bible So- 
ciety shows that twelve new languages in 
which the Bible had not previously been 
published were added to the list in 1940, 
bringing to 1,051 the total number ot 
tongues into which some part of the Holy 
Scriptures have been translated.

Mexico have received their first Scriptures 
in their mother tongue. A complete New 
Testament in “Dinka-Bor” for use in the 
African Sudan, also appeared during the 
last Calendar year.

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Question Box 





Question: Please explain Heb. 12:4, 
“Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, 
Striving against sin.” What does the 
writer mean by this expression?—P. D. F. 

Answer: This scripture is easily un- 
derstood when it is coupled with the 
verses and chapter which precede it. In 
the 11th chapter we are given a catalog 
of the heroes of faith. We are told how 
great men through faith subdued king- 
doms, wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of lions, 
quenched the violence of fire, escaped the 
edge of the sword, etc. In the beginning 
of the 12th chapter, the writer refers to 
this catalog of heroes as a cloud of wit- 
nesses, witnesses to the fact that God, in 
response to their faith, had brought them 
through every calamity. Finally, in the 
3d verse of chapter 12, the writer tells 
of the endurance of Christ Himself, 
then climaxes his exhortations with the 
text mentioned, “Ye have not yet re- 
sisted unto blood, striving against sin.” 
To make it in common everyday lan- 
guage, the writer said, “You have noth- 
ing to feel so bad about; your suffering 
is nothing to compare with those who 
preceded you, yet God has brought them 
out, and He will do the same for you.” 


Question: Please explain Matt. 6:17- 
19.—W. R. 
Answer: ‘The religion of the scribes 


and Pharisees had drifted into a mere for- 
mality. Their religion had become alto- 
gether external and it seems they were 
more concerned in putting on a show of 
religion than of possessing a real experi- 
ence. It was this that Jesus was con- 
demning. It has been said, if men, in 
their religious activities, do things for 
the praise of men they get all of the re- 
ward they will ever get from_the praise 
of the men which they solicit. All of 
our worship and all of our service to God 
should be with an eye single to His glory, 
and perfectly free from any hypocrisy 
or outward show. It is thus that the 
heavenly Father will reward us, because 
He seeks only those to worship Him who 
worship Him in spirit and in truth, and 
we cannot worship Him in that way 
without worshiping in humility. 
Question: Please explain Rom. 6:3-6. 
Does this mean water baptism or the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost?—D. J. 
Answer: There has been quite a bit 
of controversy over the 6th chapter of 
Romans relative to these particular 
verses. It has been said by some that 
there was not a drop of water in the 6th 
chapter of Romans, however there is lit- 
tle likelihood that it could in any way 
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be applied to the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost. Some think it refers to sanctifica- 
tion. It is hardly probable, however, that 
it means sanctification since sanctifica- 
tion is not spoken of elsewhere as a bap- 
tism. If the baptism of water is meant, it 
must be remembered that it is only that 
for which water baptism stands as the 
answer of a good conscience toward God, 
or, in other words, the verification by 
the candidate of that inward work which 
has been done for him by the Lord. In 
being baptized he acknowledges that 
which has been done through a spiritual 
operation known as the new birth and 
thus he who has gone through such an 
operation signifies it by being buried in 
baptism. Whether water baptism or not, 
that which is to be emphasized is the fact 
that it is representative of a newness of 
life which is brought about by the deep- 
er work. 

Question: Will you please explain 
Acts 15:29, especially the words “things 
strangled”? To what does this have refer- 
ence?—Mrs. D. E. 

Answer: It was forbidden by Moses 
and also by the primitive Christians to 
eat animals put to death by strangula- 
tion, that is, not having the blood prop- 
erly removed. In Gen. 9:4 we read, “But 
flesh with the life, thereof, which is the 
blood thereof, shall ye not eat.” People 
were forbidden to eat blood, and animals 
were to be thoroughly bled so that the 
flesh would not contain blood as the 
blood was considered the life. The Jews 
today follow the method of killing that 
thoroughly bleeds the flesh which they 
eat. However, most of our meat killed 
under government inspection is slain in 
a similar manner and is thoroughly bled. 
This was included in the sentence given 
by James against eating meats offered 
to idols and fornication. 


Question: Please explain Rev. 11:2, 
3.—M. C. M. 
Answer: The scripture referred to 


has direct reference to the time of the 
great tribulation which is to break upon 
the earth after the Church has been rap- 
tured. The city of Jerusalem has, through 
the many years, been in the hands of the 
Gentiles and though its inhabitants have 
realized more liberty and freedom under 
the British mandate, there is in store for 
the city a severe bondage and a calamity 
as bad or worse than it has ever yet suf- 
fered. The forty and two months that 
Jerusalem will be trodden under foot has 
not yet taken place but will come during 
the tribulation period and it is during 
this time that God will send two witnesses 
to preach the everlasting gospel of the 
kingdom to the Jews. Many Bible schol- 
ars think that these witnesses will be 
Enoch and Elijah.

shall fear: Fear him, which after he hath 
killed hath power to cast into hell; yea, 
I say unto you, Fear him.” 

“And to the angel of the church in 
Pergamos write: . . . I know thy works, 
and where thou dwellest, even where Sa- 
tan’s seat is: and thou holdest fast my 
name, and hast not derstied my faith, even 
in those days wherein Antipas was my 
faithful martyr, who was slain among 
you, where Satan dwelleth. But I have 
a few things against thee, because thou 
hast there them that hold the doctrine 
of Balaam, who taught Balak to cast a 
stumblingblock before the children of 
Israel, to eat things sacrificed unto idols, 
and to commit fornication. So hast thou 
also them that hold the doctrine of the 
Nicolaitanes, which thing I hate. Repent; 
or else I will come unto thee quickly, and 
will fight against them with the sword 
of my mouth.” 

The danger signal to this church was 
that they had some who were holding 
to the doctrine of Balaam, and the doc- 
trine of the Nicolaitanes. Balaam was a 
celebrated diviner, of the city of Pethor, 
on the Euphrates, Num. 22:5, having 
advised Balak to engage Israel in idolatry 
and whoredom, that they might offend 
God and be forsaken by Him. While 
Balaam seems to have possessed many 
just ideas of the true God, yet his heart 
remained unchanged, and he died not the 
death of the righteous. Num. 31:8. 


While it may be said that our American 
church people do not worship idols as 
the Baal worshipers did, yet there are 
many idols and gods of this world, of 
which the true worshipers of God must 
be cautious and abstain from. Paul, in 
his second letter to the Corinthians (4: 
3, 4) said, “But if our gospel be hid, it 
is hid to them that are lost: In whom 
the God of this world hath blinded the 
minds of them which believe not, lest 
the light of the glorious gospel of Christ, 
who is the image of God, should shine 
unto them.” When God began to give 
unto Moses the commandments, he said, 
“TI am the Lord thy God . . . Thou shalt 
have no other gods before me,” etc. Man 
might as well try to run his automo- 
bile by filling the gas tank with ice 
water, as to mingle and mix with the 
idols and gods of this world and try to 
retain the salvation and true worship 
of the true God. 

The doctrine of the Nicolaitanes men- 
tioned here in the letter to the Pergamos 
church was a heretical doctrine, a doc- 
trine contrary to sound doctrine. And 
the part that appeals to me so forcibly 
is that the Lord is holding the angel (pas- 
tor) of the church greatly responsible 
for this heresy in the Church. 

In this day and age all manner of 
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false teachings and every thing imagina- 
ble is being taught in the name of religion. 
It is surely time that we who know the 
true God acquaint and famaliarize our- 
selves with the Word of God, and defend 
it. The Church of God has a government, 
and we should be very careful who we 
put in our pulpits. A man may look nice 
and neat, and put on a smile, but his 
doctrine may be rotten. Remember, a 
message of false doctrine may ruin your 
church forever. Let us also remember 
that if we allow false teachings in our 
ranks, God will call us to repentance, as 
He did the church at Pergamos. 

“And unto the angel of the church in 
Thyatira write: . . . I know thy works, 
and charity, and service, and faith, and 
thy patience, and thy works; . . . Not- 
withstanding [ have a few things against 
thee, -because thou sufferest that woman 
Jezebel, which calleth herself a prophet- 
ess, to teach and seduce my servants to 
commit fornication, and to eat things 
sacrificed unto idols.” 

Jezebel was the wife of the wicked 
and idolatrous Ahab, king of Israel. 1 
Kings 16:31. She worked in cooperation 
with her husband to establish idolatry in 
Samaria. Her name has become a prov- 
erb, and her name is given here as a 
descriptive epithet to a person or party 
holding the same characteristics. She 
called herself a prophetess, and the Lord 
said in the letter, V. 21, “And I gave 
her space to repent of her fornication.” 
So we understand that fornicators are 
not allowed to stand behind the sacred 
desk and pose as servants of God. The 
husbandman must first be partaker of 
the fruit. 

“And unto the angel of the church 
in Sardis write; . . . I know thy works, 
that thou hast a name that thou livest, 
and art dead, Be watchful, and strength- 
en the things which remain, that are 
ready to die: for I have not found thy 
works perfect before God. REMEMBER 
therefore how thou hast RECEIVED and 
HEARD, and HOLD FAST, and RE- 
PENT.” 

How fitting and applicable this is 
in many instances in the churches today. 
So many professors of Christianity are 
falling far behind their privilege in wor- 
shiping and serving God in reality. There 
is only one acceptable worship, and that 
is to worship God in spirit and in truth. 

I asked a gentleman once if he were 
a Christian. He replied, “Yes, I think so. 
I belong to the church.” But, belonging 
to a church organization doesn’t answer 
the question. A man may be able to join 
several churches, and still be dead, for- 
mal, and dry. Hear the caution and re- 
proof given here in this letter to church 
members who lived in Sardis, of Asia 
Minor; and it is just as applicable to 
church members of today. 

There are members of today, who try 


to excuse themselves in their imperfec- 
tion, slackness and shortness in the 
church work and will exclaim, “Well, 
there isn’t any one perfect anyway.” But 
if God required the church in Sardis to 
be perfect, what is He requiring of the 
churches of today? How do you sup- 
pose some of those old forgetful church 
members were feeling about the time the 
pastor stood up to read this letter to 
them, when he came to the close, FOR 
I HAVE NOT FOUND THY WORKS 
PERFECT BEFORE GOD? 


A church member said to me a few 
days ago, “Brother Thomas, do you know 
what I have purposed in my heart to 
do? I have decided that I am going to 
get plumb in the Church and do the 
right thing, or get plumb out of the 
way.” 


Well, of course, there is only one way 
to do exactly right, and that is to do 
exactly right. And he that knoweth to 
do good, and doeth it not, to him it is 
sin. This thing of belonging to the church 
and not working at it, isn’t worth any- 
thing to the church or the member. Let 
us notice the fourth verse of this letter 
to Sardis. “Thou hast a few names even 
in Sardis which have not defiled their 
garments; and they shall walk with me 
in white: for they are worthy.” Yes, we 
always find some who walk straight, 
work hard for the Church, contribute 
and sacrifice for the cause of Christ and 
the Church, while others are slack and 
careless. Isn’t it possible that all mem- 
bers do right? Would it not be wonder- 
ful if all the church members would do 
exactly right in every way, and all fol- 
low the same rule? 


“And to the angel of the church in 
Philadelphia write; . . . I know thy works: 
behold, I have set before thee an open 
door, and no man can shut it: for thou 
hast a little strength, and hast not denied 
my name.” 


It has been said that this letter to the 
church at Philadelphia has a special refer- 
ence to the Church of this age. Whether 
this be true or not, we do know that it 
is applicable to the Church of today, and 
especially to those who have brotherly 
love, the name “Philadelphia” meaning 
“brotherly love.” Surely the Lord has 
set before us an open door. The door of 
opportunity is set before us to work for 
our Lord in His great vineyard, to preach 
the gospel of Christ, and to send the 
Word of life to the nations of the earth. 


While there may be some of the for- 
eign countries who are closing out the 
Gospel, yet there is plenty to do. The 
harvest fields are great and large, and 
the Lord said, “The harvest truly is 
great, but the laborers are few. Pray ‘ye, 
the Lord of the harvest, that he may 
send laborers into his harvest.” We have 
been praying for the Lord to send labor- 
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ers into His harvest, and we believe He 
is answering prayer. 

How delightful it is to see the mission- 
ary spirit which is being manifest in 
the Church today. Our Church of God 
people are aware of the fact that it is 
time to do something. May every member 
rally to the front, with their tithes and 
mission offerings, to enable us to do a 
quick work for the Master, who said, 
“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you: and, lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” 

We will be glad when we hear our 
King say, “Come, ye blessed of my Fa- 
ther, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you from the foundation of the world: 
... 1 was a stranger and ye took me in: 
...” And more than that, He has prom- 
ised to keep us from the hour of temp- 
tation, which shall come upon all the 
world, to try them that dwell upon the 
earth. V. 10. It is plainly understood that 
this hour of temptation has a direct refer- 
ence to the great tribulation so frequent- 
ly spoken of throughout the Scriptures. 
The CAUTION given in this letter to 
the Philadelphian church is the 11th V. 
“Behold I come quickly: HOLD THAT 
FAST WHICH THOU HAST, THAT 
NO MAN TAKE THY CROWN.” 

“And unto the angel of the church 
of the Laodiceans write; ...I know thy 
works, that thou art neither cold nor hot: 
I would thou wert cold or hot. So then 
because thou art lukewarm, and neither 
cold nor hot, I will spue thee out of my 
mouth.” The name “Laodiceans” carries 
with it the meaning of WORLD 
DWELLERS. And what a striking em- 
blem of the modern, formal, lukewarm 
and lifeless condition of many churches 
today! 

Let us remember that this letter ‘is 
written to church members; _ backslid- 
den, pleasure-seeking, greedy church 
members, supposing that gain is godli- 
ness. 1 Tim. 6:5. We are not living in 
the Stone Age at this time, and not neces- 
sarily the Iron Age, but we are living 
in the Gold and Silver Age, in an age 
when the peoples of earth are becoming 
intoxicated with wild excitement over 
wealth, making fools of themselves ac- 
cording to St. Luke 12:18-21. 

“And, I know thy works,” he said, 
“thou art neither cold nor hot: I would 
thou wert cold or hot.” Why rather be 
cold, or hot? Because when one is cold 
he is anxious to get to the fire. When 
one is hot he is bubbling over with the 
great white-heated love of God, striving 
to do something for the Lord. But when 
one is lukewarm he is careless, sleepy, 
sluggish, and good for nothing in the 
Church. And this lukewarmness has been 
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fastly spreading in the churches, like a 
kind of contagious disease. May we take 
this letter as a kind of vaccination into 
our lives, lest we be found going after 
the same example of unbelief, and going 
after the world. 

Jesus said, “In the world ye shall have 
tribulation: but be of good cheer; I have 
overcome the world.” Jno. 16:33. 

“To him that overcometh will I grant 
to sit with me in my throne, even as I 
also overcame, and am set down with 
my Father in his throne.” 

“He that hath an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit saith unto the churches.” 

“He which testifieth these things 
saith, Surely I come quickly. Amen.”
